Industrial~~plants operated entirely 


by heat from the sun is a prospect of 
the not too-distant future^ according 
to conclusions set. forth." by A. S. B- 
Ackerman of England,,- in, the annual 
Report of the Smittjspnian itfstitution. 
In an article entitiedv "The .Utilization 
Of Solar Energy,',' Mr. AckeriHaii tells 
of experirae/ws whlclbi he has been con- 
ducting for tie past, tw6.! years at 
Meadi, on the'River Nile,, seven miles 
sohth of Cairo, .Egyptj: in generating* 
"steam from the rays of the sun. 


The plant at Meadi was composed 


of five 205-foot boilers placed on edge 
and in the focus of five channel-shaped 
mirror reflectors of" parabolic <:ross 
section, totaling an area of 13,269 
.square feet of mirror surface. 
The, 


maximum quantity ef steam produced 
was 12 poftnds per 300 square foot of 
mirror surface exposed to the sun, and 
the maximum thermal efficiency of the 
mirror* was 40.1 per cent. The max'- 
mum output for an hour was 55.5 
brake horsepower, a result about ten 
times as large as anything previously 
attained and -equal to 63 brake horse- 
power per acre of land. occupied by 
the plant. " These results, according to 
Mr. Ackerman, seem to indicate the; 
great value of solar boiler operation, 
especially where sunshine is plentiful 


' apd coal is scarce. 
' 
The experiments of Ackerman recall 


those of Buffon, a Frenchman, who, 


; in 1747, succeeded in setting fire to a 
tarred plank by solar rays reflected 
from a combination of flat mirrors at 
a distance of 150 feet. He did this to 
show the possibility of the legend that 
Archimedes set fire to the fleet of Mar- 
celhis at Syracuse in 212 B. C.

Bun-Down. Farm Built Up 


By T. E. Lott 


Ten years ago RosedaleStock Farm 


was a run-down cotton" farm; last 
year 
we produced 100 bushels 
of 


corn on one acre with our entire 
crop, 50 per cent better than it was 
even six years since. Ten years ago 
we used six tons of commemcial fer- 
tilizer, last year we used less than 
on© ton. How have we brought about 
this change? By feeding live stock. 
Rosedale Farm has 250 acres; 70 in 
cultivation, 30 in lespedeza pasture, 
100 cut-over land with native grasses 
for pasture, and 50 in swamp and 
other timber. 


When the boll weevil first appear- 


ed in south Mississippi, we decided 
there had to be a change made, so 
we decided on the breeding of pure- 
bred hogs and poultry. We kept the 
native cattle on account of the Texas 
fever tick, but we shall be rid of the 
tick and released from 
quarantine 


within two years, then we shall-breed 
registered cattle. 


At the start we cut our acreage of 


cultivated land 20 per cent, cut part 
of the farm up into pasture, and ap- 
plied all manures to the land as made 
We raise corn, oats and cotton in ro- 
tation, besides potatoes, melons, etc.

Bain Among the Clouds, Also Ranrn' 


Race With Light and Sound 


Why does -*a heavy downpour of 


rain often follow a clap of thunder? 
asks the Popular Science Monthly, 
and gives this answer: 
Not, as is' 


popularly believed, because the thun- 
der jostles the cloud particles to- 
gether into raindrops. In the violent 
turmoil between the positive and neg- 
ative electrcity in a thundercloud 
there will be places where the prodtfi- 
Mcu of drops by condensation and 
rheir subsequent breaking up pro- 
' ~ocls moie rapidly than elsewhere. 
r l°< ce in these places there will be 
more drops to fall as rain, and also 
more electrification, the rain falls ocn 
curring about the same time as the, 
flash. 


We have, then, starting toward the 


earth at the same time light, sound 
and raindrops. The light, traveling at 
a speed of about 186,000 miles per, 
second, reaches us almost instantly,. 
The sound travels far more slowly— 
about 1,090 feet per second—-but the 
^ain falls much mor° slowly still, 
Thus we observe, first, the lightning,, 
then the thunder, and then the rain.

To Get a Stand of Clover 


By James Coleman 


Where both barley and oats are 


grown, barley is recognized as the 
crop best adapted to nursing an on- 
coming crop of clover. This is be- 
cause the barley has a foliage that 
is not so dense, and because 
the 


plants are shorter, both facts permit- 
ting more sunlight to get to the leg- 
umeb at the surface of the soil Not- 
withstanding these facts the greater 
demand for oats as a grain crop per- 
suades many a man to sow oats with 
the hope that as good results may be 
expected from the clover at the same 
time that more profit comes from the 
grain. 


Sometimes thought along this line 


results in a seeding of oats much too 
heavy, and the clover which tries to 
grow fails because of lack af sunshine 
and moisture. The early cutting of 
the oats for hay may save a part of 
the field of clover, or perhaps even 
all of it. 


But the greatest gain will come in 


the insight which a study of the crops 
now will give to the farmer. 
Plants 


this year can be changed; perhaps a 
lighter seeding of oats will give the 
hoped-for results in grain and clover. 
But when both crops are desired both 
should be considered at seeding time.

with turpentine. Any desired brown 
shade can be obtained by varying 
the amount of turpentine. Apply the 
mixture to the work with a brush.

morrow is the 1,916th anniversary 
of the birth of Our Lord. Christmas 
is the day set apart by the church 
for the commemoration of His birth, 
but the church does not pretend that 
He was born on December 25, 


And although most of us think we 
count our years from that in which 
He was born, the best authorities, re- 
ligious and scientific, assure us to the 
contrary. 
Prof. Pio Bmanuelli, as- 


tronomer to the Vatican dtoseryatoryr 
is one of the greatest authorities on 
the chronology of the New Testament 
and this is what he has to say about 
the date of Christ's birth: 


"According to the best and most 


recent historical and scientific re- 
searches, Our Lord was born either 
in the year 5 or the year 6 B. C. 
That He was born before the year 4 
3. C. is historically certain, from 
the simple fact that Herod the Great

Dynamite and sledge lianimers were 
used the other day in order to dis- 
lodge a 420 pound bear that had tak- 
en refuge in a cave in the mountains 
near Wardensville, Hardy county, W.

Iodine Prove* to -Be the Best of 


Antiseptics 


NThere are many chemical sub- 


stances that will kill bacteria and 
that have obtained a reputation as 
antiseptics, but many of these will 
kill also the cells of the human body. 
The ideal intiseptic would be that 
which will kill the invading microb- 
es without at'the same time injuring 
the body cells. 


Dr. Robert A. Lambert has been 


experimenting with the several antis- 
eptics at the Pathological Laboratory 
of the Presbyterian Hospital," Colum- 
bia University, and he reports to the 
Journal of Experimental Medicine 
some interesting and important re- 
sults. He selected for his tests the 
pus-forming bacterium called Staphy 
loccus aueus, taking it from 
the 


throat of an apparently healthy per- 
son and from a carbuncle. 


Of the commonly used antiseptics 


he proved that cyanide of potassium, 
phenol, tricdesol, hydogen dioxide 
and alcohol killed the body tissue 
more easily than they-killed the bac- 
teria. Alcohol was found to be bac- 
tericidal only in the highest strength 


The one antiseptic to which cells 


were found more resistant than the 
bacteria was iodine. After exposing 
live human tissue cells to a 1 • 2 0 0 0 
solution of iodine for one hour the 
cells were found to have grown well, 
and iodine in this strength will kill 
all the bacteria in almost all cases. 


This leads Dr. Lambert to the con- 


clusion that of the antiseptics tested 
'the one which approaches most 
jlosely to the ideal disinfectant is 
iodine, which kills baceria in streng- 
ths which do nqt seriously injure con 
nective tissue 
cells or wandering 


cells."

Pennsylvania Railroad News 


In 1916 the Pennsylvania Railroad 


System 
carried in its trains 
more 


people than in any previous year of 
its history, and did so without losing 
the life of a single passenger in a 
train accident of any kind. 


Statistics which have just been 


compiled show that during the year 
there were transported safely, on the 
Lines East and West of Pittsburgh, 
196,294,146 passengers. Figures for 
the last few weeks of the year are 
necessarily partly estimated. The 
heaviest freight traffic evqr handled 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad System 
was moved over its lines at the same 
time that these passengers were be- 
ing carried without loss of life. 


The entire Pennsylvania Railroad 


System, taking into account every af- 
filiated company either east or west 
of Pittsburgh, now has to its credit 
three full calendar years j'n which no 
passenger has been killed as a result 
of a train accident on any portion of 
the lines 
During this period 553,- 


890,063 passengers—equal 
to five 


and one-half times the population of 
the United States—-have been safely 
transported a total distance of ap- 
proximately ffteen billions of miles, 
or 150 timefe as far as the sun is 
from the earth 
Upward of 9,000,- 


000 trains, carrying both passengers 
and freight, were operated by day 
and night, through sleet and storm, 
and fog and sunshine, over 12,000 
miles of railroad line and 
27,000 


miles of track, while these passeng- 
ers were being taken on their jour- 
neys without loss of life 


On the lines of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad, East 
of Pittsburgh, no 


passenge -'s life has been lost in a 
train accident during any of the last 
four calendar years, and in that per- 
iod 616,626,957 people have traveled 
safely over these lines alone.

POTATO QUARANTINE AMENDED. 


Hereafter shipments of potatoes 


from the Dominion of Canada certifi- 
ed by the shippers to be as sound as 
is commercially practicable and to 
contain no more than 10 per cent of 
tubers showing traces of disease will 
be admitted at any port of entry of 
the United States, instead of at cer- 
tain designated ports only, as in the 
past. The shipments, if accompani- 
ed by certificates of soundness as 
provided, will not be held by collec- 
tors of customs for inspection, ex- 
cept on special notification from the 
Federal Horticultural Board. An or- 
der amending the rules and regula- 
tions of the potato quarantine to this " 
effect has just been issued by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 


Under the amended regulations the 


importer must apply to the Federal 
Horticultural Board for a permit for 
importation of potatoes as at pres- 
nt, designating the desired port of 
entry.
